Coin World advertisements, wrote 
his landlady from Oklahoma that 
he wasn’t coming back and fail- 
ed to fill one single order! 


Me left no forwarding address, 
Milwaukee Postal Inspector C. E. 
McGinn disclosed.

Coin World, because it is a 
weekly, had an early alert through

Mint Official

Title to coins struck by genuine 
Mint dies in an alloy other than 
that prescribed by statute has 
never left the government.

This declaration 
Acting Director of 
Leland Howard in response to 
an inquiry regarding ownership 
of improperly minted money.

ly upon the fact that the require-- 


ments as to the weight, alloy and 


design of the coins of the United * 


States are set forth by law,”’ Act- 
ing Director Howard explained. 


He continued: 

“Issuance of any coins not con- 
forming to those statutory require- 
ments is specifically prohibited by 
section 3516 of the Revised Statues 
(31 


“Consequently such pieces are 
not legal coins of the United States 
and title remains in the govern- 
ment.” 

Acting Director Howard said in 
further clarification that since un- 
der provisions of Article IV, sec- 
tion 3 of the Constitution, no prop- 
erty of the United States may be 
disposed of except by specific au- 
thorization of the Congress, the 
Treasury Department must retain 
or recover the pieces. 


The Mint executive said there 
have been very few pieces sub- 
mitted to the Treasury Depart- 
ment for examination which have 
which have actually been found 
to have been struck by genuine 
Mint dies in an alloy other than 
the lawful material. 


“Judicial support for the posi- 
tion that title to the pieces has 
not left the United States may he 
found in the language of the Court 
in the United States v. Barnard, 72 
F., sup., 531,’ cited Howard. 

In holding that a gold coin which 
had been taken from the Mint 
and its abstraction covered by the 
substition of another gold coin not 
of numismatic value, the court 
stated in part as follows: 


“It is clear t' at the gold piece 
which is the basis of this law suit 
did not leave the Mint as regular- 
ly and lawfully issued money, or 
currency, therefore, the rule un- 
der the law merchant that title to 
money passes with delivery to a 
person who acquires it in good 
faith and for a valuable consider- 
ation, and which was adopted to 
insure the ready acceptability of 
money and currency in normal 
channels of trade, is not applica- 
ble here.” 

“Since upon their face pieces of 
an alloy other than that prescrib- 
ed by statute are not regularly 
and lawfully issued money, the 
statement above supports the po- 
sition that the government is en- 
titled to recovery of such pieces,” 
concluded Acting Director Howard.

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Collector Dies After Beating 


Gordon Gray Duncan, 51, a Sea- 
ton, Ill., newspaperman and avid 
coin collector, died on the operat- 
ing table at Moline, Ill., public 
hospital after he was severly beat- 
en when he interrupted safe crack- 
ers at the Seaton post office. 

Funeral services were held Sep- 
tember 10 at the Seaton Central 
Presbyterian Church. Burial was 
made in Greenmound Cemetery, 
Keithsburg. 


Duncan was undergoing an op- 
eration ,to insert a tube in his 
throat about 2:30 p. m. when he 
died. He had undergone a delicate 
brain operation the previous day. 

He was co-publisher of the Sea- 
ton Independent and Keithsburg 
News. Duncan never regained con- 
sciousness from the time he was 
discovered, tied and bleeding in 
the back room of the post office, 
and so was unable to describe or 
identify his assailants. 


Duncan apparently surprised 
burglars who broke into the postal 
safe and was beaten about the 
head. Postal authorities said the 
thieves escaped with $93. 

Authorities reported fingerprints 
found on the safe, and other pos- 
sible items of evidence, were 
sent to the Illinois Crime Labora-

MONEY 


A shortage of money hampered 
Americans from the beginning of 
Colonies in the new world. 

England had laws against col- 
onies coining money. But even 
though the mint was the first pub- 
lic building authorized by Congress 
after the Revolution, the short- 
age of coins continued. 


Outbreak of the Civil war 
brought an acute coin. shortage 
which hit men and women in ev- 
ery walk of life. To make the 
situation even worse a rumor gain- 
ed wide circulations that coins 
would increase in value. They did 
increase—it became profitable to 
melt down coins for their bullion 
value. As a result they all but 
disappeared from circulation. 

There had been no paper money 
issued by federal authority, due 
largely to the fact that notes au- 
thorized by the congress of the 
United States of North America be- 
came worthless. Stories of the de- 
preciation of the Revolutionary 
war ‘‘shinplasters’’ were handed 
down from father to son. 


With $5 note the smallest in 
circulation, in 1861, storekeepers 
found it difficult to make change. 
Banknotes were cut into pieces for 
“small change.” A New Jersey 
bank solved the problem locally 
by issuing notes in denominations 
of $1.25, $1.50 and $1.75. Other 
private firms started issuing 
“‘shinplasters”’ for fractional sums. 

Street railway tickets were used 
for change. 


The sale of postage stamps in 
New York City leaped from $3,000 
to $16,000 daily, indicating the 
stamps were used for small 
change. 

President Lincoln signed an act 
authorizing assistant treasurers to 
exchange stamps for government 
currency. Stamps thus became the 
official circulating small change. 


Stamps, with mucilage on one 
side, did not wear well. Some 
business men solved this by stick- 
ing stamps to pieces of paper. 
Thus, one could have a ‘“‘note’’ of 
any desired denomination. 

This practice led to two further 
developments to relieve the short- 
age of coins—issuance of encased 
postage stamps and printing of 
postage currency. 


The encased postage stamp was 
one placed on a brass disc and 
covered with mica. One side of the 
disc bore the name of the issuer. 
The government issued fractional 
notes of three cents, five cents, 10 
cents, 15 cents, 25 cents and 50 
cents. The first ones bore facsim- 
iles of stamps, having been sug- 
gested by the bits of paper with 
stamps stuck to them.

Canadians 
Improvise 
In Searcity 


The nickel situation grows se- 
rious in Canada, and bank of- 
fiicals are convinced that one 
thing Canada does not need right 
now is a good five cent cigar. 

The shortage of five-cent pieces 
in Winnipeg has reached the point 
where some banks are getting on- 
ly a quarter of their normal re- 
quirements, cafes are sending em- 
ployees on nickel-scrounging tours 
and some department stores are 
even changing prices to avoid the 
necessity of nickel change. 


The shortage was predicted 
some time ago, when plates for a 
new Canadian nickel issue were 
delayed in England due to the 
shipping strike. In addition to this 
delay, the recalling of U. S. silver 
from Canadian circulation, under- 
taken by the banks themselves, 
drained thousands of dollars 
worth of nickels from the country. 

Now, the situation is becoming 
serious. One large downtown Win- 
nipeg bank, which normally gives 
out about $400 worth of five-cent 
pieces each week, is lucky to get 
$100 worth from the Bank of Can- 
ada branch in Winnipeg. 


This bank is simply asking its 
customers to go along with the 
shortage, accept $20 in nickels in- 
stead of $40, try to conserve what 
they have. 

Restaurants are also suffering. 
Some have sent employes from 
store to store, buying even five 
nickels at a time, to get them 
through the day. 


At least one Winnipeg store 
sought a more direct solution. It 
changed prices, dropping the odd 
figures which would create five- 
cent change items. The new 
prices can produce change in 
dimes and quarters.

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Canadian Numismatist’s Advice 
_ Is To Pick A Series And Complete It 


H. C. Taylor, of Middlegate, one 
of Canada’s outstanding numisma- 
tists—authority, writer and collect- 
or—was the subject of a page fea- 
ture story recently in the Winni- 
peg Free Press newspaper, auth- 
ored by Madeleine Bernier. 

Described as a retired railroad 
man who made his way in the 
world from the time he left a 
smalltown Ontario school at the 
age of 12 and rose to be general 
transportation superintendent, 72- 
year-old Taylor is a student of 
history according to the story. 


It continues: 

But he is very modest about it 
all: ‘‘I studied history in a small 
way, in as much as a railroad 
man has the time.” 

It was only after retiring ten 
years ago he started building up 
a collection which now includes 
so many coins he ‘“‘couldn’t begin 
to say how many.” 


“Just like a boy likes stamps, 
I always liked coins,’ he ex- 
plained, ‘‘and when I came across 
an interesting coin I'd toss it in 
a cigar box.’’ Somewhere in his 
sub-conscious he felt the day 
would come when he would do 
something about it. Today he has 
never been ‘“‘so darn busy in all 
my life.” 

From the cigar box the collec- 
tion grew, and after about two 
years the “crystallization” stage 
was reached: Taylor’ realized 
from what he had on hand, he 
would specialize in Canadian, Ro- 
man Empire and ancient. British 
coins. He said this is the only 
procedure to follow if one is to 
pursue the hobby. Adopt patterns 
and strive to complete them, is 
his advice. 


Series of Canadian five and ten 
cent pieces dating back to 1858, 
when first issued by the govern- 
ment, and coins minted each con- 
secutive year to the present day, 
form part of his collection, as 
well as large coppers issued that 
year to 1920, the last year of 
issue. 


One 1921 five cent piece is worth 
about $300, he said, and his pen- 
‘ nies’ series could be marketed 
for $400. He also assembled silver 
dollars from the year 1935, when 
first issued to mark the 25th anni- 
versary of George V's reign. An- 
other of these large silver coin 
marks the 1939 visit to Canada 
by George VI and the present 
Queen Elizabeth—the Queen Moth- 
er, and still another recalls the 
entry of Newfoundland in the 
Dominion of Canada in 1949. 

A Roman series is made up of 
coins representing almost all the 
Roman emperors from Augustus 
Caesar to the latter part of the 
5th century of the Christian era. 


Taylor's collection of Anglo- 
Saxon coins includes a denomina- 
tion called ‘‘skeat’’ dating back 
to the first part of the ninth cen- 
tury, with the name of King Ean- 
rod of Northumbria hammered in- 
to it, and another skeat indicating 
Eanbold, second Archbishop of 
York, also issued coins. 

He spends innumerable hours 
sorting and mounting his coins.

An exact copy of John W. Hasel- 
tine’s CataloSue of Confederate 
Notes and Bonds as published in 
1876 — just 12 years after the Civil 
War — the catalogue is believed 
to be the only one listing Confed- 
erate bonds.

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Christopher Columbus Honored 
On Currency Of Land He Found 


Christopher Columbus was fa- 
miliar with the gold and silver 
coinage of Ferdinand V of Aragon 
and his wife, Isabella of Castile 
but he probebly never visualized 
that some day he would be the 
subject of new world currency. 

His ianding and Columbus in 
sight of land are two artist con- 
cepts to be found on the 1863-1875 
series of five dollar bank notes, 
first charter period. 


Preséntation of famous paint- 
ings in the form of currency 
marked the first charter period 
as one of real attraction for the 
collector. 

After a fashion Columbus was 
money-minded—he suffered great 
disappointment because he did not 
return to Spain with great caches 
of gold and jewels. 

He set out on his historic voy- 
tage August 3, 1942, after con-

vincing Queen Isabella that the 
world was round and that he could 
reach the Indies by sailing west- 
ward. 


It was October 11 when they 
Janded on San Salvador and open- 
ed the way to the new world which 
was to hold more riches than Co- 
jumbus could ever conceive. 

One story from the pages of 
history depicts Columbus in a less 
mercenary light—it is told that he 
was so overjoyed with Queen 
Isabella’s promise to finance his 
trip he promised to give all the 
profits of the enterprise to the re- 
covery of the noly sepulchre at 
Jerusalem from the unbelievers. 

Early historian describe Hus- 
band Ferdirand as ‘‘colder-heart- 
ed and more calculating’ than 
his wife but wrote that he could 
not withhold his consent to the 
arrangements. 


The Columbus in his garb as a 
Spanish admiral is a handsome 
figure on the United States cur- 
rency, a far cry from the bald- 
ing, gray Columbus with pensive 
eyes and melancholy spirit who 
was returned to Spain in chains. 


Contemporaries of Columbus 
described him at the peak of his 
career in a different light—he 
was a man of middle height with

an all-time high. Starting with the 
national convention in Boston and 
up to the present time, business 
has shown one definite trend. 
Coins and other material consid- 
ered as numismatic items, par- 


ticularly early U. S. coins in 
choice condition, are in great de- 
mand and consequently prices 
have not only stayed at the high 
vel of the spring season but are 
actually advancing in price. 


This is also true, though in a 
more modest way, of the later 
U. S. sets in uncirculated and 
preof condition. Equally as point- 
ed is the downward trend of many 
of the rolls, particularly the later 
issues which were dealt in large 
quantities. 

Unless there is a new crop of 
investment. buyers, or unless those 

ho already own large quantities 
start buying to protect their -own 
investments, it seems inevitable 
that this material wilt continue to 

- decline in price. 


I should add that this does not 
pertain to all rolls-as some .of. 
the scarce issues were never 
available in large enough quan- 
tities to interest the invstment 
buyer. This material never ad- 


to-its rarity and will hold its 
value much better in the buyers 
market than the rolls which were 
highly speculative. 

uring the past several weeks 
the real weakness in the roll in- 
vestment market has made itself 
clear, this being the investor’s in- 
ability to dispose of large quan- 
tities at a reasonable price when 
there is a slow merket. Paper

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Iowa Paper Tags Coin Collecting 
Fastest Eroiing Hobby In America 


“Because of the great interest 
in coin collecting, the Sunday 
Times-Democrat, Davenport-Bet- 
tendorf, Iowa, will start a weekly 
coin column, to be written by Wal- 
ter Green, of Davenport,’’ the pa- 
per declared recently. 

Green will combine his stamp 
column with numismatics and it 
will be known as ‘Stamps and 
Coins.” 

In discussing the new column, 
the Sunday Times-Democrat 
points out that coin collecting, 
once a scholarly pleasure of a 
few, has become America’s fastest 
growing hobby. 


There are about five million se- 
rious collectors in the country, and 
Nearly 1,000 of them are in the 
Quad-City area, lowa dealers es- 
timate. 

Because of the recent increase 
in interest, a peculiar fact is be- 
ginning to be obvious: 


It’s not just scarce coins that 
are valuable these days. Every 
coin is gaining in value among 
the collectors. 

“I'd say that about one-third of 
all coin collectors are in it to 
make money, not just to enjoy 
themselves,’’ says Walt Green of 
Davenport, Iowa, a part-time deal- 
er in coins. 


“It’s something like the stock 
market. If everybody wants to 
buy, the prices go up. If they're 
all selling, the prices go down.” 

Green's reference to the stock 
market isn’t merely for illustra- 
tion. He said numismatists every- 
where are talking about a new 
weekly newspaper called “Coin 
World” which carries full page of 
weekly coin market price ranges. 


This “Dow-Jones” of the coin 
world lists all the domestic pieces 
commonly traded, the present 
price range at which each is be- 
ing advertised, and the trend up or 
dow in price if a trend is indi- 
cated.

ments Frank Minor, of Moline, 
Ill., one of the Quad-Cities’ big- 
gest coin dealers. 


“People develop a kind of panic 
if they decide that some coin is 
going to be scarce. They'll buy it 
at almost any price. That's why 
it’s important to know your coins 
well, or know a dealer you can 
trust.” 

One of the reasons for the sud- 
den surge in coin collecting is the 
now-famous 1960 small-date cent, 
Minor believes. 


“That coin got so much publici- 
ty in the past few months that 
folks who never collected before 
are getting interested.” 


One Iowa man who knew his 
coins capitalized spectacularly on 
the small-date cent, according to 
Charles Lindburg, who operates a 
coin-stamp shop in Davenport. 


“This man bought 40 bags of 
those 1960 small dates,’’ Lindburg 
relates, ‘‘and held them for six 
months. When he sold them, he got 
10 times the price he paid — each 
bag cost him $50, but he sold 
each one for $500.” 

It’s easy, though, for the ama- 
teur collector to make costly mis- 
takes, Minor cautions. 


“Nearly all dealers are reliable 
and honest. They have to be, be- 
cause no customer will come back 
to a dealer whose advice wasn’t 
good or who sold him a false coin. 


“But there are a few people 
who make good money falsifying 
coins. When it comes to fakes, I’ve 
seen some real beauties.”’ 


One of the most common tricks, 
he says, is to take a 1944-D cent 
and chip the first ‘‘4’’ into a ‘‘1.” 
The 1914-D cent, which the coin 
thus resembles, sells for about 
$100 in extremely fine condition. 


“Dental technicians or skilled 
jewelers sometimes can do such 
a good job in falsifying coins that 
there isn’t one scratch to give 
them away,” he adds. 


Unlike stamp collectors who get 
their prizes from all over the 
world, coin collectors generally 
confine themselves to domestic 
pieces, Minor said. 


“Foreign coins aren't of special 
importance to most Americans,” 
Minor explains. “‘They don’t circu- 
late except in their own country, 
so it’s difficult to collect them 
here.” 

But when it comes to the prod- 
ucts of American mints, there 
isn’t much that collectors aren't 
interested in. 


“The new weekly paper, “Coin 
World,’ began less than six 
months ago, but its circulation al- 
ready has topped 23,000. 

“Coins are coming into their 
own,” Green explains. “Basically, 
we're all collectors of one sort_or 
another — antiques, books, stamps 
or something else.” 


Minor believes the ‘‘gold rush” 
from 1955 to 1958 the hobby picked 
up speed. And 1958 was a real 
boom year, with the number of col- 
lectors almost doubling. 


How do you get started? the 
story queried. By just starting, 
dealers agree—watching for inter- 
esting coins in general circula- 
tion, filling inexpensive folders ac-

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Old Spanish Trail Half Dollar 
Bears Strange Symbol On Obverse 


The old Spanish trail commem- 
orative half dollar, 1535-1935, 
struck in observance of the fa- 
mous exploration from St. Augus- 
tine, Fla., to what is now El Paso, 
Texas, features a strange and 
somewhat argumentative obverse. 

Honoring the 12,000-mile trip of 
the Conquistadores four centuries 
earlier, the obverse bears the head 
or skull of a cow. 


This cow’s skull is a_ literal 
translation of the name of the man 
who led the trip down the Spanish 
trail—Cabeza de Vaca, according 
to L. W. Hoffecker, designer and 
distributor of the commemorative 
half dollar. 

De Vaca, in turn, received the 
literal mearing of his name from 
the time of the Moors: 


A shepherd known as Martin AIl- 
haja pointed out to his king, who 
was fighting the Moors, that there 
was a hidden pass in the moun- 
tains that would greatly facilitate 
his campaign. 

The king led his Spanish army 
through the pass, and wiped out 
the Mohammedans. 


A cow’s skull was the insignia 
with which the mountain passes 
were marked for the information 
of the Spanish soldiers. The king 
to commemorate the shepherd’s 
great assistance changed his fam- 
ily name to Cabexa de Vaca 
which means ‘“‘cow’s skull.”

Rye Issues Special Coins 


October holds big days ahead 
for residents of the Rye, New 
York, area — an industrial, busi- 
ness, arts and science exposition 
was held October 2-6 at the Corpus 
Christi school gymnasium with 80 
exhibitors participating, Warren 
Lewin and William L. Sniffin, co- 
chairmen of the city’s Tercenten- 
ary celebration announce. 

Earlier this year the Tercenten- 
ary committee had a special coin 
struck in commemoration of the 
observance—this souvenir money 
is good for 50 cents in trade 
throughout the community until 
October 10. 

A commemorative plate has 
been issued, showing eight historic 
pictures of the community; there 
is also a 48-page history ‘of the 
town of Rye being published for 
the exposition. 


Honorary chairman of the cele- 
bration, Hon. Anthony J. Posilli- 
po, calls attention to the slogan of 
the city—‘‘founded on faith, grow- 
ing on strength.” 


Events of the Tercentenary cele- 
bration began May 1 with a day of 
worship in all the churches of the 
community, thanking God for the 
many benefits:received since the 
founding of the town 300 years 
ago, 


On June 7, before 7,000 citizens, 
the Tercentenary queen, Miss 
Virginia Sheridan, daughter of 
past volunteer Chief Philip Sheri- 
dan, was crowned queen with 
members of her court, Veta Tel- 
esca, Carolyn Olson, Noell Shee- 
han and Judith Korman. Their se- 
lection came after two. weeks of 
downtown balloting by citizens and 
over 17,000 ballots were cast. 


On the 4th of July, the Tercen- 
tenary committee joined with the 
Independence day committee in 
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Rye Tercentenary Coin 


their annual Fourth of July pro- 
gram. 


The queen’s banquet and ball 
were held on Saturday, Septem- 
ber 24. A free symphony concert 
by the Westchester Symphony or- 
chestra is planned for October 7. 


A giant parade of progress is 
planned for Sunday, October 9, 
with 38 floats, 40 bands, thousands 
of marchers. To wind up the cele- 
bration, the committee will pre- 
sent in the senior high school 
auditorium the famous Broadway 
musical, “Of Thee I Sing.” 


The town of Rye is situated on 
the shores of Long Island Sound 
at the northeastern tip of West- 
chester county bordering the state 
of Connecticut. 

In January of 1660, an agree- 
ment was signed between the Mo- 
hegan Indians, who inhabited the 
territory now called the town of 
Rye, and a group of men from 
Greenwich, Conn.

Who posed for the famous Indi- 
an head nickel? 

Is the buffalo—or bison—really 
“old Bronx’’ once at the New York 
Central park zoo? 


The jokes concerning the buffa- 
lo nickel are myriad, but no one 
expert has ever established the 
identity of the stony-faced Indian, 
who represents a lasting memento 
of the vanishing Americans with 
red skins! 

First struck in 1913 and discon- 
tinued in 1938, the Indian head or 
buffalo nickel was designed to cap- 
ture a fleeting moment of United 
States history by picturing the In- 
dian and his most useful ani- 
mal. 


It is known that the designer 
wanted to preserve for posterity 
the best possible image of the 
American Indian. 

Some authorities say he chose 
three Indians—Irontail, Two Moons 
and an unidentified warrior—to de- 
sign a composite. 


Others say the nickel bears the 
exact likeness of a very famous 
Blackfoot tribe chief, White Calf, 
of Idaho. 

A composite with White Calf and 
four other Indian leaders is still 
another theory of the model.

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Vending Coins Are Tricky 


By Clarence Grant 
Vending machine operators find 


the oddest coins in their collec- 


tion boxes. Among the foreign 
coins the most frequent ones are 
the Canadians. 
these Canadian coins over to their 
banks the loss is usually very 
slight and it only amounts to a 
small service charge. 

Many times, however, English 
shillings worth 10c less are 
wrapped in the rolls containing 
Canadian quarters. Anybody who 
looks at the reverse of these coins 
can tell the difference easily. 
The newly issued 25 cent pieces 
show a moose-head, and the de- 
nomination: 25 Cents. The reverse 
of the shilling pieces issued un- 
der Elizabeth II. show a shield of 
arms topped with a crown, and 
the inscription: Fid. Def. (Fidelis 
Defendor; Defender of Religion) 
ONE SHILLING. 


The obverse of both coins is 
very similar. The queen's head is 
slightly smaller on the Canadian 
coins, however she wears the 
same hairdo, and looks to the right 
on both coins. Only the expert can 
tell them immediately apart with- 
out turning them to the reverse. 

There is a difference in the col- 
or. Evidently the Canadian coin 
has a greater silver content while 
the shilling-piece seems to con- 
tain mostly nickel. Both coins bear 
the same inscription: 

ELIZABETH IL DEI GRATIA 
REGINA

Cloth Pouches 
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Supply And Demand Bureau 


Editor’s Note: This is a contin- 
uance of the special Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing series 
which started in the September 
29 issue of Coin World.) 


There is no organic act which 
authorizes the establishment of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing or any legislation in the sta- 
tues which provides for the ap- 
pointment of its officers. 

An act of congress of July 11, 
1862, authorized a new issue o 
currency and empowered the sec- 
retary of the treasury to have the 
notes or any part thereof engraved 
and printed by private contractor 
or at the Treasury department; to 
purchase and provide all machin- 
ery and materials; and to employ 
such personnel as was necessary 
for this purpose. 


However, both the bureau and 
its directing personnel have been 
recognized by congress since 1876 
through direct appropriation and 
in substantive legislation. 

Prior to 1861, there was no feder- 
al paper money issued. However, 
the outbreak of the Civil war 
forced the United States govern- 
ment to introduce paper money as 
a substitute for specie. 

The first paper money was au- 
thorized hy acts of Congress of 
July 17, and August 5, 1861, and 
February 12, 1862, which required 
the secretary of the treasury to 
issue demand notes signed by the 
treasurer of the United States, the 
register of the treasury, and other 
officials whom he might desig- 
nate. 


The demand notes were printed 
by private bank note companies 
for the Treasury Department, be- 
fore the bureau came into exist- 
ence. 

The beginning of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing may be 
traced as far back as August 29, 
1862, when a force of two men 
and four women working in a sin- 
gle treasury building began to sep- 
arate, seal, and sign $1 and $2 
notes which had been printed by 
private contractors. 

In November 1862, the first di- 
vision of the National Currency 
Bureau, later called the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, also com- 
menced the printing of currency 
notes from plates engraved by 
treasury employees. 


By 1864, it had become appar- 
ent that the United States govern- 
ment was to be indefinitely en- 
gaged in the manufacture of paper 
money. 

It was therefore recommended 
to the secretary of the treasury 
that “‘The Engraving and Printing 
Bureau of the treasury depart- 
ment,’ -be established; however, 
the proposal was not accepted at 
that time. But, congressional legis- 
lation finally recognized its exist- 
ence in the Appropriation Act of 
August 15, 1876, and it has since 
functioned as a dinstinct entity 
within the treasury department. 


As the years progressed, the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing 
gradually absorbed the functions 
performed by the private bank 
note companies and, on October 
1, 1877, the printing of all United 
States securities was centralized 
in the bureau. The printing of in- 
ternational revenue stamps was 
taken over in 1876 and the produc- 
tion of postage stamps in 1894. 


Trimming sheets of currency. 


The bureau in many ways re- 
sembles a_ private contracting 
firm. It receives orders for. work 
from almost every branch of the 
Government. 


But the greatest number of or- 


ders are received from four 
agencies — treasury department, 
federal reserve system, internal 


revenue service, and post office 
department. The bureau performs 
the work contracted for and is re- 
imbursed for all work delivered. 
From 1862 until 1880, all bureau 
functioned as a_ distinct entity 
treasury building. In 1880, con- 
gress appropriated the sum of 
$300,000 for the purchase of a 
site and erection of a building on 
14th Street at B, now Independ- 
ence Avenue, for the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, 


This building is the red brick 
edifice which stands today just 
north of the present main build- 
ing, and until 1955, was occupied 
by another division of the treasury 
department. Personnel of the de- 
partment of agriculture now occu- 
pies most of the office space in 
this -building. 


By 1914, the bureau operations 
had increased to such an extent 
that a larger building was needed. 
In the spring of 1914, the bureau 
occupied the present main build- 
ing which had just been com- 
pleted. This building cost approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 or 10 times more 
than the building erected in 1880. 

The bureau annex, directly 
across from the main building on 
the east side of 14th street, was 
completed in 1938. Thus, it may be 
seen that the bureau has grown 
from a small unit of six persons 
to a large modern factory housed 
in two buildings with a combined 
floor space of approximately 30 
acres, and employing about 3,400 
people. 

As a precaution against counter- 
feiting, United States currency 
notes are printed by the engraved 
intaglio steel plate method on a 
distinctive paper with inks manu- 
factured by the bureau. The cur- 
rency paper for dry printing is 
composed of 75 per cent cotton 
and 25 per cent linen. 


For wet printing, the fiber con- 
tent of the currency paper is 50 
per cent cotton and 50 per cent 
linen. Both types of paper contain 
small segments of red and blue 
fibers which are imbedded in each

product during the process of 
manufacture. The papers for both 
wet and dry printing are produced 
by a commercial firm operating 
under strict government control. 

All inks used in plate and sur- 
face printing are manufactured in 
the Bureau by blending dry col- 
ors, oils and extenders of the high- 
est quality obtainable in huge mix- 
ers similar to the large kneading 
machines used by commercial bak- 
eries. 


The blended ink mixtures are 
ground under extreme pressure in 
large mills between water cooled 
heavy steel rollers to insure a 
product of the proper texture. A 
test is made of each new batch to 
insure that it conforms with the 
standard established by the labor- 
atory before any of the ink is 
used for printing. 

The bureau has printed curren- 
cy by the wet process until re- 
cently. As a part of an extensive 
modernization program ‘which has 
been in progress since 1950, eight 
highspeed rotary intaglio printing 
presses were ordered and installed 
during the calendar year 1957. 
Currency ($1 silver certificates, 
series 1957) is being produced on 
these presses from larger back 
and face plates, 32 notes to a 
sheet, by the dry intaglio proc- 
ess. 


In contrast to the wet process 
which has been in use in. the print- 
ing of United States paper curren- 
cy for approximately 95 years, 
the dry process provides for a rel- 
atively high degree of dimension- 
al stability in the paper and 
simplifies subsequent trimming 
and cutting operations. 

After the backs and faces of the 
notes are printed, stacks of the 32- 
subject sheets are trimmed to a 
uniform dimension and then se- 
rial numbers, seal, series year 
and signatures are printed on 
each note on the 32-subject sheets 
by the typographic process. 


A detailed examination is then 
made in 16-subject form (% of a 
full size sheet) after which the 
sheets are further subdivided into 
stacks of individual notes. After 
final examination for removal of 
defective notes and their replace- 
ment with “‘star’’ notes, the cur- 
rency is securely banded and 
wrapped for delivery. 


The entire operation of printing 
and processing currency in 32-sub- 
ject sheets is unique in that the 
work is conducted in a self-con- 
tained area. This assembly line 
production of paper currency has 
simplified all of the processing 
operations, as well as enhanced 
security. Various modifications 
and refinements are being made 
in the interest of obtaining maxi- 
mum efficiency and economy with 
the new presses. ; 


Until conditions warrant, the 
Bureau will continue to print pa- 
per currency in sheets of 18 notes 
on its flatbed presses. The paper 
used in printing currency on the 
flatbed presses is furnished by the 
paper contractor in a mill-wet con- 
dition and is ready for printing 
when it is delivered to the bureau. 


The moistened paper is first is- 
sued to plate printers for printing 
the backs of the notes. The print- 
ing is accomplished on four-plate 
intaglio power presses. 

The engraved plates, moving 
counter-clockwise around the bed

of the press, are covered with a 
film of ink by means of an ink 
roller affixed to an ink fountain. 
Surplus ink on the surface of the 
paper is removed with the aid of 
an oscillating paper wiper, leav- 
ing the lines of the engraved de- 
sign filled with ink. 


The plates then pass under a 
polisher which removes the thin 
film of ink left from the initial 
wiping. An automatic feeder plac- 
es distinctive currency paper on 
the plate in the correct position, 
one sheet at a time, until the 
plate moves forward and is 
gripped by an impression roller 
which, as it revolves, presses the 
paper down into the fine lines to 
pick up the ink. 


An automatic take-off and de- 
livery device on the other side of 
the press lifts the sheet from the 
plate and delivers it onto a tray. 
The paper is stored overnight in 
a humidor preparatory to the face 
printing by the same process on 
the following day. The sheets are 
later put through a sizing solution 
which lengthens the life of the cur- 
rency making it more resistant to 
dirt, grease, and wear. 


Subsequently, the sheets are hy 
draulically pressed in order to give 
the notes a smooth, hard finish. 
The margins are then trimmed 
from the four sides of each sheet 
on specially-designed trimming 
machines. 


The final printing operation is 
accomplished on a two-color ro- 
tary press which overprints the 
seals, series year, signatures and 
serial numbers on the 18-subject 
Sheets in a simultaneous opera- 
tion. The seal and serial numbers, 
as previously mentioned, are the 
same color for a particular class 
of work. 


Examining, counting and ba 


nding finished currency notes, 


The series year and signatures 
are always overprinted in black 
ink. After the sealiing, numbering 
and signature overprinting opera- 
tions, the sheets are trimmed and 
then separated into single notes by 
a guillotine cutting machine. The 
finished notes are then examined 
in units of 100 each. They are 
banded and wrapped in packages 
of 4,000 notes, except for the high 
denominations, which are packed 
in smaller units. 

In the event a regularly num- 
ered note is imperfect, it is re- 
placed by a “‘star’’ note. Star 
notes’ are exactly like the notes 
they replace except that an inde- 
pendent series of serial numbers 
is assigned, 


On such currency the star ap- 
pears before the serial numbers 
on United States notes and silver- 
certificates in place of the pre- 
fix letter, but on the federal re- 
serve notes the star will be used 
to replace the suffix letter in each 
serial number. 

United States notes and silver 
certificates are delivered to a 
vault under the custody of the 
treasurer of the United States. 
Federal reserve notes are deliv- 
ered to the federal reserve vault 
which is under the supervision of 
the comptroller of the currency. 


Every sheet of paper requisi- 
tioned for printing must be ac- 
counted for. Sheets or notes which 
are found to be defective are can- 
celed, scheduled, and delivered to 
an audit unit for verification and 
subsequent delivery to the destruc- 
tion committee, under the jurisdic- 
tion of the office of the treasurer 
of the United States, for final dis- 
position.

bureau by means of a system of 
internal checks. Currency paper 
(for 18-subject printings) is count- 
ed 12 times from its receipt as 
blank sheets until it is delivered 
as finished notes to the offices of 
issue. 


Aside from the printing of the 
Nation’s paper currency, perhaps 
the work of the Bureau having 
the widest general appeal is the 
printing of postage stamps. In this 
work the type of printing used is 
“intaglio,” the same as for cur- 
rency. Therefore, postage stamps 
have much the same excellence in 
design, general appearance, and 
quality as currency. 

The postage stamps are printed 
from steel engraved plates made 
by a hand transfer process and 
Jater curved to fit the plate cylin- 
der of the postage stamp presses, 
whereas paper currency is pro- 
duced from both flat and cylindri- 
cal steel engraved plates made by 
the electrolytic process.

Television with its constant in- 
fluence upon the small fry—and 
the subject of many studies as to 
the degree of influence—occasion- 
ally mentions coin collecting an 
numismatics. 

Even Dennis the Menace has 
been involved in his typical deep 
trouble in a plot dealing with Mr. 
Wilson’ coin collection. 


Dennis-inspired or not, adult en- 
couragement to young collectors 
can mean the beginning of a life- 
time hobby. Experts agree most 
youngsters will be better off if 
they concentrate on one type or on 
a small group of coins such as 
those bearing bird or animal pic- 
tures. 

Teachers enthuse at the juvenile 
collector’s heightened knowledge 
of history—there’s no better way 
to sharpen information of other 
countries and cultures. There are 
many areas of concentration to 
suggest to beginners—a_ strictly 
United States coin collection, an- 
cient Greek or Roman coins, one 
denomination only or all the coins 
issued during a single year. 


United States commemorative 
coins appeal to youngsters; they 
like proof sets, too. A collector- 
grandparent could use a birthday 
to launch a new collector by 
presenting all the coins issued dur- 
ing one year from a half dollar to 
a cent. He will, of course, ex- 
plain the coins were struck from 
polished dies on polished blanks 
and distributed at the Philadelphia 
Mint. 

Another good beginning is the 
birds on coin collection. The 15 
coins listed here as a guide bear 
bird designs; most of the feath- 
ered friends are native to the coun- 
try issuing the coin. The Phoenix 
and the Double Eagle, of course, 
are mythical:
